This is so because the basic 
interests of the working class are identical with those of all other 
exploited, oppressed masses of working people and because the working 
class is a revolutionary class in its class position and character 

which identifies its destiny with that of all other masses of working 
people.

by the use. Important in formulating materials plan is meshing supply 
and demand not oniy in terms of total volume but also by the period, 
by the region.

Not only must planning work for normalizing production be commendably 
formulated ona people's economy-wide basis; factories and enterprises 
themselves must formulate their own plans. Factories and enterprises 
must above a1) commendably formulate their monthly battle plans. 


The monthly battle plans of factories and enterprises form the basis 
for organizing their current production in accordance with the demands 
»o the state plan. Without formulating monthly battle plans, it is 
impossible to insure with foresight the conditions necessary for 
current production nor is it possible to normalize production at the 
high level called for by the state plan. Only if factories and 
enterprises thoroughly formulate their monthly battle plans, is it 
possible to satisfactorily meet the principled demands arising in 
normalizing production such as planning facility management and 
factory management, properly providing raw materials and supplies 
and making the producers thoroughly observe the technical operating 
procedures.

(Text) Planning and organizing cooperative production and strengthening 
cooperative production discipline is one of the important questions 
influencing the success or failure of socialist economic construction. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"If factories and enterprises are to operate at full capacity, it is 
imperative that all branches, all units of the people's economy produce 
with priority the cooperative products projected in the plan and deliver 
them on time. All branches, all units of the people's economy, by 
strictly observing cooperative production discipline and by producing 
and securing cooperative products on time, must strive to operate at 
full capacity the production facilities already provided." 

("Kim Il-song Selected Works," Vol 7, p 237) 


Cooperative production is a production relation entered into between 
various branches of the people's economy, between factories and enterprises, 
which all together participate in the production of certain specific 
products or complex machinery and equipment. 


Complex machinery and equipment with different capacities, different 
specifications, different technical characteristics, are difficult to 
satisfactorily produce with the technology and capacity of any one 
individual branch or production unit alone. Even if any one branch or 
unit were to resolve on its own fittings and parts needed in the 
manufacture of a complex product or equipment, it would be uneconomical 
in many cases and would render it impossible to effectively utilize 
labor and facilities and materials. From this, the manufacture of a 
product consisting of complex structure and various parts comes to be 








specialized and the specializing branches and units come to engage in 
cooperative operations. Such production relation entered into between 
factories and enterprises is precisely cooperative production. 
Cooperative production includes not only a fixed production relation 
entered into on a regular basis but also production relation entered 
into temporarily. 


Cooperative production calls upon the participating branches and units 

to produce and secure on time the products projected in the plan in 
accordance with the order and standards in force. If the cooperative 
production discipline in force is not observed, it will become impossible 
to correctly utilize the superiority of division of labor and cooperation 
and it will come to lower societywide labor productivity and place a 

great obstacle in expediting technical development. Cooperative production 
can be successfully conducted only when all the factories and enterprises 
participating in it thoroughly observe the discipline in force. 


To strengthen cooperative production discipline is an important demand 
of socialist industrial management. 


The socialist economy is a planned economy which the state, with a 
grip on the overall national economic life, moves in a unified way 
according to a unitary plan. In the capitalist society which is 
based on private ownership of the means of production, anarchy in 
production prevails and on account of economic panic, the course of 
production gets interrupted in a cycle, but in the socialist society 
which is based on societywide ownership of the means of production, 

| branches, all units of the people's economy constitute an organic 
whole body with close production relations mutually entered into 
according to the unitary plan of the state. This bespeaks that 
socialist production in itself is cooperative production highly 
organized on a societywide basis. 


In the socialist society, each factory, each enterprise which constitutes 
a cell of the people's economy, carries out its task under the centralized 
guidance of the state and all management activities are cc ducted 
according to the plan where the activities are finely meshed. Therefore, 
only if branches of the people's economy, factories and enterprises 
commendably conduct cooperative operations, fulfilling the production 

plan all together, is it possible to bring about joint and several 
innovations in all branches, develop production in a balanced way at 

a ceaseless high speed, and highly display the genuine superiority of 

the socialist economic system. If, in the socialist society where 
production is conducted only on a planned basis, any one branch, any one 
enterprise fails to fulfill its quota or to produce and secure on time 

any one smallest fitting in violation of cooperative production discipline, 
it will at once affect other branches, other enterprises and ultimately, 
the overall development of the people's economy of the country and the 
improvement of standard of living for the people. 








To strengthen cooperative production discipline arises a6 a more 
important question as socialist economic construction deepens. 


Socialist construction deepened, the economy grows in scope, the level 

of its technological provisions becomes higher, and the people's 

economy develops in many-sided ways, with many new industrial branches 
established. At the same time, as more modern machinery and equipment 

are produced, still more factories and enterprises come to participate 

in the production. Thus the production-consumption linkages between 

the branches and units of the people's economy become very complex and 
diverse, and it comes to arise as an even more pressing demand to 
precisely insure the production-consumption linkages, correctly 
organizing cooperative production.

Along with giving priority to blueprinting, it is imperative to insure 
onstruction materials, machinery and equipment on time. 


ne question of hastening the task of power plant construction an 
Lood control and water conservancy, in ‘the final analysis, depend: 
large measure on how the construction materials are insured. 


What we call hydropower structures are, in a word, the coagulated body 
f cement and steel. Once 'nateriais such as cement and steel are 
insured, it is possible to energetically push ahead with power plant 


onstruction. 


When construction materia)s are timely supplied with the materials 
suppiy plan precisely mesved with the hydroelectric power plant 
‘onstruction plan and the localities satisfactorily insure various 

inds of materials neede i in the construction of medium and small power 
plants, a high speed will be attained in power plant construction. 


he construction of hydroelectric power plants and flood control and 


water conservancy wor’ require a great deal of machinery and equipment. 

Without insuring machinery and equipment such as excavators, trucks, 
merete Mixers, and compressors, it is impossible to satisfactorily

secures ahead of schedule the construction machinery projected 

in the plan and *he more responsibly various branches of the people's 


economy «eep supplying the machinery and equipment held in their hands,

Yet, today in south Korea the Korean language, the pride of our nation, 
is being pushed aside or being changed into a hodgepodge language mixed 
with English and Japanese. At present in south Korea, he who speaks 
English or Japanese rather than Korean is regarded “a man of education,” 
and he takes pride in speaking mixed English and Japanese. Thus, no 
email number of people greet each other "Mr Kim" or "Kin san,” using 
English and Japanese without hesitation. 


In south Korea, English and Japanese are publicly used in broadcasts 
and publications, too. According to data, in south Korean radio and 
television broadcasts, Korean words mixed with foreign words are 
used in 36.8 percent of tne headlines, and in the daily newspapers 
published in Seoul, as many 48 an average 800 foreign words, which 
could easily be replaced by our words, are used per paper per day, 
it is reported. 





What is more, in south Korea even such things as signboards, brand 
names, and advertisements in the streets are written in English or 
Japanese, not Korean. In particular, this is more pronounced in the 
case of service facilities frequented by large numbers of people. 
Practically all the signboards in the streets are written in hodgepodge 
language such as “Mister Hair Salon” or “Midori Restaurant” that it is 
difficult to find a signboard that shows national color. 
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It i6 no accident then that Japanese tourists in south Korea rave 
"we do not feel we are in a foreign land because there is no language 
barrier.” 


Hiow could there be any national pride and self-esteem, national sense 
of sovereignty, where our language, the priceless national heritage 
and national pride of our people is trampled and degenerated so? 


in south Korea, on account of the infiltration of the American way of 
life and the Japanese style, Japanese way of life, decadi.t and 
reactionary bourgeois Literature andarts are running riot, mentally 
corrupting people. 


In south Korea, works of national culture and arts are becoming westernized, 
and national and patriotic culture and arts are being pushed aside.

To take a look only at the films being produced in south Korea, it is 
difficult to tell if they are really south Korean films because they 
have merely changed the names of the characters in the theme and story 
of an American or Japanese film. Such reactionary film art merely 
aids and abets people in the commission of criminal acts such as 
murder, robbery, and violence, spreading the fin-de-siecle decadence 
of sexual passion and death. 


As for music, it is all jazz or popular songs filled with mania and 
sadness, despondeicy and anxiety. The songs being spread in south 
Korea, it takes only one look at the song titles such as "TI love you 
only,” “My beauty,” "If I don't see you for a day,” to know that they 
are shabby, filthy. Such songs are being constantly played in broadcasts 
and on buses, and moreover, even restaurants are unabashedly playing 
Japanese popular songs and military songs, claiming that "if we play 
Korean songs, it will damage our prestige and customers will not 
patronize us.” Such filthy songs are extremely confusing the mental 
world of the south Korean youth and students. Recently, of the songs 
south Korean high school students love to sing, 72 percent deal with 
filthy behaviors and sexual passion and the remaining 28 percent 

with violence, drinking and debauchery, it is reported. 


National dance, too, losing its classical color, is changing into 
vulgar, animal mania such as “mambo” and “twist.” 


At present in south Korea, frivolous, licentious nude dance has become 
4 fad, polluting the social climate. In theaters and dance halls, in 
restaurants, men and women are dancing such filthy dances as “blues,” 
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"tango" and “gorgo.” This is even spreading to the high school 
students. 


in south Korea, on account of the infiltration of the American way of 
life and the Japanese style, Japnese way of life, national culture and 
mores are being muddied and degener.ting more and more with each 
passing day.

Criminal acts polluting the social climate are rapidly growing specially 
among youths and veniles. To quote only the conservative data 

released by t! uth Korean puppet gang, it is reported that in the 
period from -anuary to October last year, no less than 128,000 criminal! 
cases occurred and thet most of the cases were committed by unemploye:! 
youths roamin round or by youths and juveniles who had got their 
criminal ideas trom tilms, television programs, novels and dramas 
preaching fe of fr lity and debauchery. 

At present «: ‘1 Korea, @rinking and smoking by youths in their teens, 
in their 's is mmonplace. Bars in Myong-tong, Seoul, are daily 


frequented by many people but 80 percent of them are young men and women 
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in their 20's, it is reported. Drinking and smoking is aiso widely 
Spreading among south Korean girl students. According to data released 
by a research group of Kyongbuk University, 40 percent of this university's 
women students amoke and 41 percent drink. In south Korea, drug addicts 
are growing daily in number, and among them, "marijuana" addicts alone 
number ome 10,000. The laxity of sexual morality ie growing worse and 
those living a licentious life continue to increase in number. In south 
Korea, there are no less than 300,000-400,000 fallen women living by 
prostitution as profession such as “wianbu" with U.S. imperialist 
aggressive troops as their customers and "“choptaebu" with “tourists” as 
their customers. 


Again, in the south Korean sc ‘iety being swept by the American way of 
life and the Japanese style, Japanese way of life, the decadent trend 
to dress and comport oneself in the “American style," "Japanese style" 
\@ prevailing as a fashion. 


No small number of south Korean women, abandoning the elementary 
national conscience and morality and taking pride in making themselves 
appear in the “western style," “Japanese style," are wasting time in 
dressing and comporting themselves in every imaginable odd, absurd way. 


Those who are immersed in the American way of life, nonchalantly putting 
on clothes with hideous designs and repulsive pictures on them and 
sticking their bare feet in indoor slippers, go out to the streets, 

or wearing what looks like underwear, go everywhere. Some women walk 
around with an odd, absurd makeup, baring almost all the upper part 

of their bodies and wearing “miniskirts” not quite 20 cm long. This 
brings to mind, it is said, nattokkaebi [a goblin who does mischief 

in broad daylight). Swept up in the American way of life and the

national dignity and glory and achieve national independence and 
-rosperity. Only if all countries maintain and respect independent 
stand and attitude, is it possible to make international unity and 
‘ooperation truly voluntary, solid, and comradely and to develop 
relations betweer countries based on complete equality. 





Essentially, all countries, all nations are equal and sovereign. 
Any country, any nation has the right to resolve its questions on 
its own, and all countries have the duty to respect it. 


‘ nonaligned movement is one that calls for independent stand and 
attitude in light of its inherent mission, and the member states of 
this movement are struggling to protect independent stand and attitude. 


The nonaligned movement, starting from its lofty idea and objective, 
has always held independent stand and attitude as a firm principle of 
its activity, and this has become an admirable tradition of the 
ovement. 


lf a nonaligned country, losing its independent stand and attitude, 
foilows any one bloc or goes under the domination of another country, 
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that country can no longer be called a nonaligned country nor can it 
defend its dignity as an indepdent, sovereign state. 


A genuine nonaligned nation is a country which thoroughly maintains 
its independent stand and attitude within the nonaligned movement. 


The nonaligned nations, tightly maintaining the principle of independent 
stand and attitude, must be vigilant against the cunning aggression 
machinations of the imperialist, dominationist forces, and must not 
allow themselves to become a sacrificial lamb in their scramble for 
their sphere of influence. 


if the nonaligned nations without independent stand and attitude tolerate 
outside interference and domination, complex questions may ceaselessly 
arise within the nonaligned movement and in the end, may bring the 

grave result of falling into a plaything of the imperialist, dominationist 
forces. 


The nonaligned nations must not tolerate the violation of independent 
stand and attitude, whatever the conditions, and must resolutely oppose 
and repudiate the intervention machinations of the imperialist, 
dominationist forces. 


If the nonaligned nations were to tightly maintain independent stand 
and attitude, the imperialist, dominationist forces would be unable 
te gain a foothold within the nonaligned movement, and no baton of 
any country would have any effect. 


Within the nonaligned movement there are small and big countries in 
terms of territory and population, and among the membership there are 
also longtime and not so longtime member states. But all member 
states have equal right and standing. 


If privileges are allowed within the nonaligned movement, independent 
stand and attitude may be ignored and the unity and solidarity of 
this movement may be seriously affected. 


The nonaligned nations must in no event allow privileges within the 
movement and must jointly launch into the struggle to realize the 
lofty idea and objective of the nonaligned movement. 


In this way all member states in each region must be in a position to 
serve all together in ceaselessly strengthening and developing the 
nonaligned movement. 


Only by defending the principle of independent stand and attitude and 
mutually respecting one another can the nonaligned nations solidly guard 
their right and dignity as independent sovereign state and satisfactorily 
solve all questions arising in international relations and go on to 
admirably realize the lofty idea of the nonaligned movement. 
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Also important in defending the doctrine of the nonaligned movement 
is firmly realizing unity and solidarity between member states of the 
movement.
